This being the Firstday of the Fifth Session of the 
Second Legislative Assemh lvof the North-West Territories, 
for the Des spateh of Business, pursuant to a Proclamation of 
His Honor. the Honorable Charles Herbert Mackintosh, 
Ejeutenant Governor of the said Territories, dated the 4th 
day of July 1894, and the House having met His» Honor 
entered the House,and having taken his seat upon the 
Throne opened the Session with the following Speech:— 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 


In opening the Fifth Sessicn of the Second Legislative 
Assembly of the North-West Territories, [ have to express 
heartfelt gratitude for many tnlications of friendliness, in- 
dulgence and forbearance manifested towards me by var- 
jous communities in the Territories already visited, to- 
gether with assurances of respect and regar d officially con- 
veyed from points I have as vet been able to reach. 


Since this Assembly last met, Lord Stanley, now the 
Earl of Derby, has been succeeded by Lord Aberdeen as 
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Governor General of the Dominion, one whose confidence in 
Canada—inore particularly the Western portion of it—had al- 
ready been long since practically . manifested. The ap- 
pointment of Lord Aberdeenis but another proof of that far- 
reaching consideration upon the part of Her Majesty, who- 
has at all times contided the destinies of Canada to those 
whose per sonal gifts have ensured respect at home and 
made them illustrious in the discharge of their duties. as. 
Iinperial Representatives. It is prob able that His Exeel- 
lency y accompanies do by Lady Aberdecn, may visit the Ver- 
ritones during the present year, when, I amsure, the mem- 
bers ef this Assembly, as well as all classes of our popuala- 
pion, will accord them a hearty welcome. 


While unable to congratulate husbandmen upon a plen- 
teous harvest, telegraph returns ap to the present time jus- 
tify the statement that there will be a fairly average yield 
in the lar gest producing centres. The prospects on the 
Manitoba, and North-Western Hane in the Territories are 
represented as good, espec ‘tally in roots. Wheat promises to 
vield froin twenty to twenty “tive bushels per acre, and 
harvesting to. conmmence next weck. The wheat yield) im 
the Moesomin district will average about fifteen bushels. 
per acre ; oats below the average. In the Whitewood dis- 
trict, across the Pipestone and the Qu'Appelle river, the: 
wheat ere ps are repor ted good; that in the viemity of 
Whitew: od only fri ly good, several areas havi my been de- 
stroyed by bail ; hay suciie reported poor, but potato: 
yield good, harvesting jias commenced. Reports from 
Prince Albert. state all crop prospects excellent ; some- 
what better than the average ; wheat twenty bushels to 
the acre ; Immense crop of . roots : general harvesting will 
commence next week, In about two-thirds of the ¢ Calgary v 
district, owing to dir ueht, crops generally are heht. At 
Pincher Creek and inSouthern Alberta, there is a good 
average. Where irrigated, all crops and grass reported 
good, Whatis considered reliable information from Bat- 
tleford district states grain evops will afford good samples. 
but hot winds early in the month did much damage, some 
wheat areas have been devasted by gophers, wheat and 
barley now being harvested. From Edmonton and North- 
ern Alberta, erops reported giving promise of an excellent 
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vield of grain, late sown crops, however, being affected by 
the hot dry weather, roots and vegetables fairly forward, a 
lighter timothy crop than usual is looked for, and an abun- 
dant wild h: ay erop. In the Sturgeon Settlement, fields 
of two-rowed harley sown early are now ready for cutting. 
Candor compels me to state that reports from various por- 
tions of the Regina district arefar from being satisfactory, 
the wheat crop in many cases being atotal failure, oats also 
not reaching the average. Reports received from other 
points in the district state that wheat will average from 
about 10 to 12 bushels, and oats 16 to 20 bushels to the 
acre, the wheat being noticeable as first-class sample. This 
portion of the Territories has not experienced so dry a 
season since 1886. 


The progress of district school development evinces a 
wholesome desire on the part of all classes to encourage ed- 
ueation. The schools of the Territories may be said to 
have come under the operation of a recognized school law 
in April, 1886. In 1887, for the vear ending the thirtieth 
of June, there were 111 schools, 125 teachers and 3144. 
pupils ; while on the thirtieth of June, 1894, the register 
showed 330 public Protestant schools, 2 Protestant s separate 
schools, 836 Roman Catholie public schools, 10 Roman Cath- 
olic separate schools, and the number of pupils closely ap- 
proxunated 8,000. The expenditure for schools in 1887 
was $36,397.47, and in 1893, $121,056.94. In the various 
school districts since June, 1886, the debentures for build- 
ing school houses, furnishing, purchasing sites, and general 
equipment, up to the 14th July, 1594 amounted to 3165- 
575.00. of which have been redeemed $41,702.75, leaving 
$123,872.25 payable at various dates up to1904. In con- 
nection with the subject of schools it devolves upon me to 
lay before the Legislative Assembly various reports of the 
Committee of the Honorable the Privy Council at Ottawa, 
enclosing memorials regardir.g education in Manitoba and 
the North-West Territories ; also a printed memorial of 
His Grace thelate Archbishop Tache, of St. Boniface, to 
His Excellency the Governor-General, upon — the 
subject of the Catholic schools in the North-West 
Territories, together with the official eorrespondenceaccom- 
panying said document. Although it has pleased — an all- 
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wise Providence to remove one whose active zeal in promo- 
ting the welfare of all classes throughout Manitoba and the 
Territories has made his reputation historic, his opiniens 
will still, [ feel confident, be received with that moderation, 
that consideration, end that generous sympathy te which 
his life’s works so well entitle hin. 


It is to be revretted that, despite legislative measures ad- 
opted by this Assembly, ghee: appear to be no dimunition 
in the number and area of prairie tires—rather the reverse. 
Reports received from various distriets indicate an in- 
crease during the past year. The dryness during the two 
preceeding seasons caused large and destructive ‘fires in 
July and August—these ¢ ontinuing at intervals until snow 
fell. Mueh damage was done during last spring in the 
northern country, re ports stating that the Indians are be- 
coming very car eless in the matter of extinguishing their 
camp tires when travelling. The present season does not 
appear to have witnessed any decrease ; and the consensus 
of opinion is that. a laree proportion of the fires are 

caused by the inerease of railway mileage through the 
Territories, as well as the inerease in population. The 
North-West Mounted Police have rendered valuable assis- 
tance and, through their avency, two indisputable cases of 
prairie fires having been started by lightning are recorded. 
It may be politic for the Legislative ‘Assembly to consider 

the advisability of still furt her amending the existing 
fire Ordinances. 


It. will, no doubt, afford this Assembly much  sstisfaction 
to learn that the criminal statisties of the Territories, all 
things considered, prove that the popula ition in general isde- 
sirous of maintainingotder. Whilst this happy state of affairs 
is toa creat extent ‘attributable to the efforts of the cler ev 
of all Sinoomineius as well as the application of o sher 
civilizing influences, much eredit is due to the wise ad- 
ministration of the law on the part. of the magistracy. 
Consequent upon the immense stretchof country, thenum- 
ber of justices of the peace shows a manifest increase, their 
being now 439 magistrates. By a recent amendment to the 
North-West Territories. Act a property qualification of 
$300 is required, while the oath of o fice may be adminis- 
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tered by the Lieutenant-Governor, a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court, or any Justice of the Peace “for the ‘Perri- 
tories, the oath of office having also heen modernized and 


simplified. 


Returns, which will be submitted to this Assembly, mndi- 
cate that from the first of July, 1893, to the thirtieth of 
June, 1894, eleven companies have been meorporated un- 
der the Joint Stock Companies’ Ordinance ; the purpose of 
these proving a gradual de velopmne nt of agricultural and 
industrial snelabbiies within the ‘erritories. 


It is pleasing to know that under the Ordinance author- 
izing the erection of statute labor districts, sixteen new 
distriets have been created with eminently satisfactory re- 
sults. Thus, without unduly creating machinery for ex- 
cessive taxation, an element likely to encourage organized 
local improvement has been introduced and will no doubt 
resulé in educating these communities in methods so nee- 
cessary for the promotion of self-reliance. | 


In December last, the charter meorporating the first 
city in the Territories—Calyary—was signed. The incor- 
poration was celebrated with an enthusiasm worthy of the 
public spirit of that city’s progressive population. Added 
to this, Salteoats, Grenfell, Gainsboro, Red Deer, Med- 
icine Hat and Yorkton have been created unincorporated 
towns. 


The Wolseley Electoral District Farmers’ Institute is 
also now in active operation ; and [had the honor of open- 
ing a Mechanics’ and Literary Institute at Whitewood. 


At the beginning of 1893, the Depertment of the Inter- 
ior entered mtd an agreement for tive years, with the 
Government of Manitoba, by which the latter maintains, 
at brandon and Selkirk, all insane patients from the Ter- 
ritories. At that time these numbered forty-eight ; up to 
the thirty-tirst of December, 1893, sixty-two ; and on the 
first of August, 1894 the return of lunatics committed 
from the Territories shows seventy-six in confinement, in- 
elnding all ages, sexes, and conditions of life. 
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Acting upon suggestions from the Department of the In- 
terior, an inv estigation was made with reference to the 
Aber of deaf mutes in the Territories. It was ascer- 
tained that there were probably from twenty to, twenty- 
six between the ages of seven and twenty- five years. Ne- 
votiations are now proceeding between the Department of 
the Interior and the Manitoba Government for the care, 
on certain conditions, of at least twelve of these -unfortu- 
nates ; the contract to run concurrently with that already 
made in connection with the insane. A copy of the report 
to Council, made by the Honorable the Minister of the In- 

terior, will be laid before thts Assembly. 


During recess effortswere made by the Executive Comunity 
tee to secure statisties asto the crop and stock yield of 1893, 
and the acreage sown. in 189+, These e forts were greatly 
facihated by the courtesy of the Honorable, the Postmas- 
ter Generai, who requested all postmasters to act promptly 
in securing reports. These invaluable statements will no 
doubt be subraitted to this Assembly, and will, I think, es- 
tablish that the agricultural population generally is awak- 
ening to a sense of the i importance of diversified farming. 
f ie remains, however, the fact that some districts hae 
sutlered from drought and hot wiuds. These no legisla- 
tion can altogether. provide against, save and except hire 4 
relief as can be afforded by de voting portions of the Ter 
ritorial revenue towards useful public works and improve- 
ments. There will, however, be at all times obstacles to be 
overcome in this regard, until the sectional division of cer- 
tain stated amounts can be dispensed with. 


Besides the Territorial grant, and statutory amounts ex- 
pended through federal sources within the Territories, the 
following items appear in the Dominion supplementary es- 
times for 1894-5 viz. For the expenses of North-West. 
Government, $25,000, whieh includes contribution towards 
the building of Oxbow bridge, $4,000 ; towards Eimonton 
bridge $25,000 : to pay for seed grain, 352,000; towards. 
the proposed Territoriai Exhibition, $25,000—in all $127- 
000 over and above the ordinary appropriations for the 
North-West. In view of a falling revenue, and. general 
monetary stringency throughout the world, these amounts 
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should to some extent mitigate the effects of any tem- 
porary depr ession, and prompt all classes to bear with the 
prese nt in the hope of soon experiencing bencticial changes 
in the future. 


The vote of $25,000 towards assisting the proposed Ter- 
ritorial cdanhnneinn to be held at Regina, in July, 1895, 1s 
worthy of the profound consider ‘ation of this Assembly anc 
the earnest co- operation of the people of every district. 
An etfort should be put forth to imake this the crowning 
trimaph of those who havesoassiduously labored toadvance 
the standard of civilization westward. Properly adminis- 
tered this Exhibition will prove an obiect lesson to the 
world, and a significant answer to those who question the 
productive capabilities of the splendid distriets  formime 
these Territories. 


Already in competition with exhibits at the World's 
Columbian, Exhibition, held in’ Chicago last year, and 
again at the recently Egat Mid-Winter Fair at San Fran- 
«isco, the produce vs of the Tervitortes have achieved signal 
victories over other competitors in cereals, ininérals, 
grasses, educational apparatus, and specimens of the physi- 
eal character and natural resources of the North-West. 

The mid-summer fair held at € ‘algary’ last) month ‘fur- 
nished an object lesson to those desirous of testing the 
pastoral resources and agricultural capabilities — of South 
ern Alberta. Having had the honor of opening the exhi- 
bition, I was greaily impressed by the development of var- 
ious industries, including dairy products, ranch stoek and 
artizan labor. Unforseen circumstances prevented my ac- 
ceptance of an invitation to attend the Winnipeg Mid- Sum- 
mer Exhibition ; but this Assembly will) be vlad to know 
that the progressive spirit of the Western producer was 
noticeable in every department. 


Dunng the past year, although not noticeahiv large in 
numbers, Immigrants setthine ithe Territories have been 
of a very desir abt class. 


Reports from the mines now in active working order at 
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Estevan, Lethbridge and Anthracite show an important in- 
crease In the eene ral ian ; large contracts having been 
made for re year’s delivery 


This Assembly willno doubt take cognizance of the 
rapid and dangerous increase in noxious weeds throughout 
some portions on the Territories ; tumble weed is reported 
as doing much damage and there is now every danger of a 
growth known as Russian thistle bemg added to the list, 
= having already made its appearance: in the Provinee’ of 
Manitoba. 


The question of irrigation absorbed much time and at- 
tention during the recent session of Parhament at Ottawa, 
and a general enactment dealing therewith bas now be- 
come law. The subject is one of paramount importance to 
the toilers im many portions of the Territories more par- 
ticularly as the experiments already tried in sections. of 
Alberta have attorded every satisfaction. 


The announcement that oil-boring tests, under the sup- 
ervision of Dr. Selwyn of the Geographical Department 
would be made in Athabasea this summer will not unnat-, 
urally ercate much satisfaction, and be watehed with  ear- 
nest interest. Should these tests result in the discovery of 
petroleum beds, the thriving town of Edmonton might 
naturally anticipate becoming the centre of vast oil- res 
ing industries s, While the tanehe ‘ts of British Columbia, Cal- 
ifornia, Japan and China would doubtless prove remun- 
nerative centres of trade for that produet- 


The decision of the Government at Ottawa to authorize 
an enquiry into ri oh rates to the seaboard will no: 
doubt be acceptable to this Assembly. The question is 
one surrounded by intricate details, and a fair, reasonable 
and judicial report: upon the subject will be looked for- 
ward to with much interest. 


This'Assembly will learn with deep regret of the death 
of Mr. Peter Redpath, a gentleman, who, after occupying a 
prominent place in Canalian Commercial cireles, became a 
conspicu: gus and respected citizen of London, England, and 
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whilstthere represented the North-West Territories as a 
member of the Couneil of the Imperial Institute. ‘The 
vacancy created by his death has been filled by the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Thoiuas Skinner, who is largely interes- 
ted in enterprises connected with the Territories. 


This Assembly will no doubt join with her Majes- 
ty’s subjects in congratulating Her upen the birth of ason to 
their Royal Hig) nesses the Duke and Duchess of York, 
anevent referred to as umique in the history of the United 
Kingdom—the reigning Sovereignot the realm having heirs 
apparent to the third gencration—and also join in 
congratulating the Unke and Duchess of Yor k upon 
the joyful occasion of the birth of a son to Their 
Royal Highnesses. 


This Assembly will no doubt deeply sympathize with the 
people of the sister province of British Columbia in the 
great loss sustained hy the terrible floods which devasted 
portions of that province—a province every true Canadian 
must be interested in: and all will experience afecling of 
pr¥de in. the splendid energy and independence manites- 
ted by the inhabitants during the period of tribulatien. 


During the present season, Professor Robertson wall, it 
is understood, re-visit the North-West, and I sincerely 
trust that his mission may prove anextra inducement to 
our farmers’ sons to properly estimate the importance of 
agricultural pursuits, and to strive to elevate a calling 
fraught with sueh consequenees to the well-being, content- 
ment and progress of the contederated commonwealth; for, 
as has been truly said, any eiremmstance which, even m an 
indirect manner, gives a higher character te our ayricul- 
tural system, elevates iis reputation as a lucrative cuter- 
prise, oradds value to its products, will prove of ineal- 
culable advantage. 


The recent Intercolonial Conference, whereat Imperial, 
Canadian, South Atrican smd Australian representa- 
tives met eo Ottawa, cannot failto prove of future benetit 
to the injerests concerned. . To the North-West. Territories. 
this confcreuee Was ot significant importance, in view. of 
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many of the subjects discussed, all of a nature tending to 
make this portion of British North America the main link 
in the chain of possessions constituting Britain’s Colonial 
Empire. The generous expressions of admiration regard- 
ing Canada’s constitution and resoure ‘es, the declaration in 
favor of an all-denomin: ating principle necessary for the 
effective maintenance of Imp erial solidarity, the sympathy 
and oneness of purpose, all tend to create a spirit of har- 
mony, and to es the bonds of colonial brotherhood 
throughout Great Britain’s vast empire. May we hope 
that the seed of newer and more progressive life has been 
sown, and that a harvest rich in peace, unity and mutual 
arlvantage ay be reaped.

Regina, dist August, 1894 
To the Standing Conimittee on Education 
of the North West Legislative Assembly: 


The undersigned, acting for and on behalf of the Roman 
Catholies of the North West Territories, beg jicave to re- 
Seals submit, before the Standing Committee on Edu- 
cation, the following asa Stal on their complaints 
avainst certain of the prov isions of the School Ordinances 


ade Reg ulaticns now in foree in the wala Territories: 


That each and every provision of the School Ordin- 
ance now in force, which directly or indirectly tend to de- 
prive the Roman Catholics of the management of their 
schools, is strongly resented, as an encroachinent on their 
rights as guaranteed tothem by Section 14 of The North 
West Territories Act. 


That among the rights which they consider they have 
ee .en thus wrongfully deprived or---unwittingly they hope 
—are the following: 


[1] To have under their control the gencral management 
and sia Cine of their schools. 


[2] To arrange for the examination, grading ad licens- 
ing of their teachers, the issue of deri’Bodtes and the ean- 
celling of samie upon sutiicient case, 


[3] The selection of all books for use in their schools. 
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[4] Inspection of their schools by qualitied persons of 
their own faith. 


[5] The right of establishing schools of their faith with 
boundaries irrespective of phen of Public Sehool Districts 
alre sady established: 


[6] The right of using the French language for teaching 
in those of their schoals where this language is that of the 
pupils attending the same. 


[7] The right of opening their schools by the recitation 
ofa prayer. 


That the rights above enumerated were, prior to the 
atte of the Ordinance of 1892, exercised by a seetion of 
the late Board of Hidueution, composed exelusively of 
Roman Cathoties. 


4. That the same are now exercised by the Council of 
Publie Instruetion, cotaposed of the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee and four nominated members, two Protes- 
tants and two Roman Cathohes: the latter without votes. 


5. That the present Executive is composed wholly of 
Protestants, with little hope of its complexion being 
changed, so long as the numerical proportion of Roman 
Catholies remains as if mow Is. 


6. That while the Rotnan Catholies, in common with a 
creat many Protestants, would have preferred the continu-

The undersigned has the honour to submit, his report on 
the following Ordinance passed by the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the North-West Territories in the Fifty-sixth year 
of Her Majesty’s reign (1893) and received by the Secretary 
of State for Canada on the 11th day of October, 1893: 


Ordinance No. 19.—“An Ordinance respecting Municipal 
Assessment and collection of Taxes and Licenses.” 


Section 3 provides that the Council of every Municipal- 
ity may pass By-laws for the raising of its revenue by as- 
sessment and collection of rates on all real estate within 
the Municipality, iucome of its residents and by a busincss 
and license Tax, and by the imposition of ‘such other 
licenses as are set forth in the Ordinance, subject, however, 
to certain exemptions.’ These exemptions are stated in tlre 
Ordinance and include property declared by Parliament to 
be exempt from taxation. 


The Ordinance proceeds to provide a scheme of taxation, 
and the adoption of the Ordinance in any municipality is 
deelared to be optional. 


Seetion 51 is as follows :—‘So much of the charter of any 
corporation or company, organized under the laws of the 
Dominion of Canada, as cxemats such corporation or coin- 
pany from taxation, as it eonflicts with this Ordinanee, is 
hereby repealed.” 

It will be observed that this section 1s inconsistent with 
the preceding provision which establishes as one of the 
exemptions from taxation “all property specially exempted 
by the Parliament of Canada” 


s 2 - 
By °54-55 Victoria, Chapter 22, ‘An Act to amend the 


- 
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Acts respecting the North-West Territories,’ it is enacted 
that “the Legislative Assembly shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, or of any other Act of the Parliament 
-of Canada, at any time in force in the Territories, have 
power to make Ordinances for the Government of the 
‘Territories ” in relation to the subjects therein enumerated. 


While the Legislature of the Territories has power to 
make Ordinances in relation to the subjects specitied in the 
section last referred to its power is limited to such enact- 
‘ments as may not be inconsistent with the statutes of 
Canada, and obviously it has no power to repeal or alter 
those statutes. 


The Ordinance under consideration ‘is, therefore, ultra 
vires of the Legislature of the Territories in so far as it is 
inconsistent with or purports to repeal or alter any Statute 
of Parliament. 


The undersigned also refers to Seetion 38, which pro- 
-vides as follows: ; 


“38. Every incorporated bank, having a branch or agency 
within the municipality, shall be re quired to make a mei 
showing the éctal amount of bills, notes and dvafts under 
discount on the. 1st of January preceding date of return, 
and the license tax upon the same shall not exceed for the 
first Fifty thousand dollays, two hundred doliars, and for 
each additional fifty thousand dollars a further sum of one 
hundred dollars 


“Provided that for private or unincorporated banks the 
license tax shall be but one half that charged to ehartered 
banks.” 


Irrespective of the objection to which this section would 
be open by reason of its diseriminating in the amatter of 
taxation against chartered banks, it appears to the under- 
“stoned at the section is u/tru vires, because. the Bank Act 
does not intend that private or anincorporated banks shal! 
be permitted to do business. 
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The undetsigned is informed that no assurance can be 
beld owt that this Ordinance Will be ‘amended so'as to re- 
move the objections to which the under stoned has called 
attention within the time limited for disallowance, and the 
undersigned being of opinion that the Legislative Assembly 
of the North-West Territories in passing the Ordinance 
under consideration exeeeded its powers, therefore recom- 
mends that the Ordinance be disallowed.
